Health inquiry 
to now focus 
on university 


University of Calgary. 

Privately run Helios 
Wellness Centre accused 
of moving patients to 
front of tne line for 
colon-cancer tests 


Taking centre stage Monday 
at a public inquiry is what 
role, if any, the University 
of Calgary played in a queue¬ 
jumping scandal that oc¬ 
curred on its property and 
allegedly involved a high- 
ranking employee. 

Dr. Ron Bridges, an asso¬ 


ciate dean in the faculty of 
medicine, is to testify in Cal¬ 
gary about his involvement 
with the privately run Helios 
Wellness Centre. 

Clerks and doctors have 
already testified at the pref¬ 
erential-health-access hear¬ 
ing about a queue-jumping 
scheme they allege ran from 
2008 to 2012. 

The inquiry has heard 
how patients paid $10,000 
each a year to join Helios, a 
private clinic that dispenses 
yoga and diet and exercise 
advice and rents office space 
from the university. The 
non-profit group directed 
$200,000 or more a year to 


the university’s faculty of 
medicine. 

It has been alleged by 
witnesses that Bridges, with 
help from others, arranged 
to have Helios patients 
moved to the front of the 
line for colon-cancer tests 
at the Forzani and MacPhail 
Colon Cancer Screening Cen¬ 
tre. 

Testimony and patient 
charts indicate Helios pa¬ 
tients were given express ser¬ 
vice at the screening centre 
— treated and tested within 
weeks or, at most, months — 
while everyone else waited 
two to three years or longer.

Karl Rittwage had seven chil¬ 
dren — six girls and one boy, 
whose names all begin with 
the letter K — and three 
grandchildren. 

He loved to make people 
laugh and he was constantly 
crooning country tunes. 

“When me and my sister 
were little girls, he used to 
sing us to sleep all the time. 
That’s what we remember 
the most about him,” said 
Rittwage’s daughter, Karla 
Rittwage-Maracle. 

The first time Rittwage 
met his grandson, Aiden, he 
teared up, held the baby in 
his lap and sang in his ear. 

On a chilly January even¬ 
ing, 50-year-old Rittwage 
was murdered in Edmon¬ 
ton’s Capital Tower apart¬ 
ment building. 

His killing was the city’s 
first homicide of 2013. 

More than one month 
after his sudden death, Rit¬ 
twage’s daughters Karla and 
Katrina continue to grieve 
as they plan a celebration of 
life for their father. 

“I want people to know 
that my dad was more than 
just a statistic,” said 26-year- 
old Rittwage-Maracle from 
her home in Trenton, Ont. 

“He loved a lot and he did 
struggle with certain things, 
but he had a heart and he 
had kids who loved him so 
much.” 

When Rittwage-Maracle 
was 12 her father moved 
west, looking for work. 

Over the next 14 years. 


Suspect charged 


• On the evening of Jan. 

9, 2013, Karl Rittwage 
was drinking at Milla 
Pub. He was followed to 
a friend's home in the 
Capital Tower apartment 
building and killed, 
said his daughter Karla 
Rittwage-Maracle. 


• Police have charged Ray¬ 
mond George Anderson, 
41, with second-degree 
murder in connection 
with the incident. 


Rittwage worked an assort¬ 
ment of jobs, often in Ed¬ 
monton. 

He would come home to 
Ontario for visits whenever 
he could and stayed in regu¬ 
lar contact, said Rittwage- 
Maracle, who described her 
father as a drifter. 

Rittwage flew to Ontario 
two years ago to visit his sick 
mother and meet Aiden, who 
is Rittwage-Maracle’s son. 

“1 didn’t want him to 
leave because every time 
he came ... we’d spend 
the whole time together. 1 
missed him so much,” she 
said. 

It would be the last time 
Rittwage-Maracle would see 
her father alive. 

On Jan. 10, Rittwage- 
Maracle’s uncle called to tell 
her that her father had been 
murdered. 

“My sister just broke 
right down. She just cried 
and cried.... 1 didn’t want to 
believe it,” Rittwage-Maracle 
said. 

She said her father’s 
death has devastated her 
tight-knit family, which will 
remember him as a devoted 
dad. 

“He loved his kids more 
than an 3 Thing in the whole 
world. He was a really good 
dad.” 


Capital 
Tower has 
troubled past 

The apartment building 
where Karl Rittwage was 
killed has been a crime scene 
before. 

In 2007 a man died after 
being stabbed in Capital Tow¬ 
er, and in 2004 a man died in 
hospital after an incident in 
the 175-imit building, which 
is located at 106 Avenue and 
100 Street. 

Rittwage’s brokenhearted 
daughter Karla Rittwage- 
Maracle said the building 
needs to be shut down or 


destroyed. 

“It makes me sick when 
I even think of that place,” 
she said. 

“It’s horrible that my dad 
had to take his last breath 
l34ng on the floor of that 
place. It’s just something that 
infuriates me.” 

A police officer at the 
building the evening Rit¬ 
twage was murdered told 
reporters the building was 
“notorious,” a word the 
investors behind the building 
feel is too harsh. 

“We’ve tried our best to 
clean up the building and do 
what we can,” said Farouk 
Verjee, one of the building’s 
investors. 


An investor group con¬ 
sisting of about 10 people 
from Vancouver, Calgary and 
Edmonton has owned Capital 
Tower since 2007, Verjee said. 

He noted that neither Rit¬ 
twage nor the man charged 
with his murder lived in the 
building. 

Since purchasing Capital 
Tower, the investor group 
has spent money trying to 
improve it, including, at one 
point, $10,000 a month on 
round-the-clock security after 
undesirable tenants were 
vacated. 

“Today we have a 40-rmit 
vacancy because we got rid of 
the bad people,” Verjee said.

The city of Fort Saskatchewan 
is rallying around the victims 
of last Thursday’s house ex¬ 
plosion that claimed one life 
and left two people seriously 
injured. 

Jason Michalycia died Fri¬ 
day and his cousins Wes and 
Wilfred Michalycia were critic¬ 
ally injured after the explosion 
that levelled a home under con¬ 
struction in Fort Saskatchewan. 

All three men were working 
on the home when it exploded. 
Witnesses told Metro that one 
man appeared to be badly 
burned in the explosion, which 
fire officials say was caused by 
a gas leak. 

The city’s mayor, Gale 
Katchur, said she and other 


community members hope to 
have a trust fund established in 
the days ahead that would help 
the family through a very diffi¬ 
cult time. 

“What we are telling people 
right now is just to stay tuned. 
Hopefully Monday we will have 
the bank confirmed where 
people can make donations,” 
she said. 

Katchur said there will be 
a long road to recovery for the 
survivors and people in the 
community want to show their 
support. 

“The individuals who were 
injured, including the gentle¬ 
man who passed, their families 
are going to need a lot of sup¬ 
port in the next months and 
even years ahead,” she said. 

Katchur said with unexpect¬ 
ed expenses like funeral costs 
and rehabilitation costs, the 
community just wants to help. 

“We are a very compas¬ 
sionate commimity and when 
somebody is suffering in our 
community, I think we are all 
suffering,” she said.

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A Berlusconi comeback? 


Italian election. 

Billionaire media 
mogul tries for return 
to power in vote that 
began Sunday 


Italians are voting in a 
watershed parliamentary 
election Sunday and Mon¬ 
day that could shape the 
future of one of Europe’s 
biggest economies. 


When Silvio Berlusconi, 
the billionaire media mogul 
seeking an unlikely politic¬ 
al comeback, showed up at 
a Milan polling place to cast 
his ballot, three women 
pulled off their sweaters 
to bare their breasts and 
display the slogan “Basta 
Silvio!” (Enough of Silvio) 
scrawled on their flesh. A 
cordon of police, already in 
place for security before the 
former premier’s arrival, 
blocked Berlusconi’s direct 


view of the women. 

Police detained the 
women for questioning. 
Italian news reports said 
the three were members of 
the Femen protest group. 
On his way out of the poll¬ 
ing station, Berlusconi 
made no direct comment on 
the protesters. 

When Berlusconi stepped 
down in 2011, newspapers 
were writing his political 
obituary. At 76, he was 
blamed for mismanaging 


the economy and disgraced 
by criminal allegations of 
sex with an underage pros¬ 
titute. 

But Berlusconi has prov¬ 
en that he should never be 
counted out. During his 
campaign he has promised 
to give back an unpopular 
property tax. Even his pur¬ 
chase of star player Mario 
Balotelli for his AC Milan 
soccer team was seen as a 
ploy for votes.

Cuba. Raul Castro to step 
down in 2018, taps rising 
star as his successor 


Raul Castro announced Sun¬ 
day that he will step down as 
Cuba’s president in 2018 fol¬ 
lowing a final five-year term, 
for the first time putting a 
date on the end of the Castro 
era. 

Rising star Miguel Diaz- 
Canel is to be his top lieuten¬ 
ant and first in the line of suc¬ 
cession. 

The 81-year-old Castro also 
said he hopes to establish 
two-term limits and age caps 
for political offices including 
the presidency — an aston¬ 
ishing prospect for a nation 
led by Castro or his older 


brother Fidel since the 1959 
revolution. 

The 52-year-old Diaz-Canel 
is now a heartbeat from the 
presidency and has risen 
higher than any other Cu¬ 
ban official who didn’t dir¬ 
ectly participate in the heady 
days of the revolution. “This 
will be my last term,” the 
president said, his voice firm. 

Castro hinted at other 
changes, some so dramatic 
that they will have to be rati¬ 
fied by the people. Still, he 
scrapped any idea that the 
country would soon abandon 
socialism, the associated press

Canada dropped 
to 55th out of 93 
countries. Harper 
government fights 
back, saying it has 
a solid record for 
openness 


The Harper government is dis¬ 
missing a report that ranks it 
55th in the world for uphold¬ 
ing freedom of information, 
sa37ing it has a sterling record 
for openness. 

But a four-page document 
outhning the federal rebuttal 
took five months to release 
after a request under the Ac¬ 
cess to Information Act — 
underscoring the veiy delay 
problem that contributed to 
Canada’s dismal ranking. 

A human-rights group 
based in Hahfax has issued 
three report cards since 
2011 on Canada’s anemic 
standing in the world with 



regard to so-called right-to- 
know legislation. 

The Centre for Law and 
Democracy used a 61-point 
tool to measure Canada’s legis¬ 
lation against that of other 
countries, in co-operation with 
Madrid-based Access Info Eur¬ 
ope. 

Canada’s standing in Sep¬ 


tember 2011 was 40th of 89 
countries, fell to 51st in June 
last year, then to 55th of 93 
countries last September, be¬ 
hind Mongolia and Colombia. 

“While standards around 
the world have advanced, Can¬ 
ada’s access laws have stag¬ 
nated and sometimes even 
regressed,” the centre con¬ 
cluded, noting Canada was a 
world leader in 1983 when its 
federal information law came 
into force. 

The research won praise 
from Canada’s informa¬ 
tion commissioner, Suzanne 
Legault, who said “the analysis 
that this group has done is go¬ 
ing to be a really useful tool” 
in her own investigation into 
freedom-of-information issues. 

But an internal memo last 
summer to Treasury Board 
president Tony Clement cites 
the report’s “weaknesses,” say¬ 
ing the methodology “does not 
allow for an accurate compari¬ 
son of the openness of a soci¬ 
ety and of its government.”

Lengthy 
extensions 
are an issue 


A memo from Michelle 
d’Auray, then secretaiy of 
the Treasuiy Board that 
oversees the access-to-infor- 
mation system, criticizes 
the report and was among a 
group of records requested 
from the Treasuiy Board 
last September by The 
Canadian Press under the 
Access to Information Act. 

The law requires a 
response within 30 days, 
but the agency gave itself a 
120-day extension — four 
additional months — so 
it could consult with the 
Privy Coimcil OfiSce, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
own department. 

The report card from the 
Centre for Law and Democ¬ 
racy found that such unilat¬ 
eral, lengthy extensions are 
invoked too often by federal 
departments, calling them a 
“classical way of efiectively 
denying requests.” 

“Public authorities 
should be limited to one 
extension of no more than 
30 days, applicable only 
in appropriate cases,” &e 
centre said in a key recom¬ 
mendation for reform. 


‘Time of sorrow.’ Families, 
friends grieve five lost 
Nova Scotia fishermen 


Hundreds of people gathered in 
churches in southwestern Nova 
Scotia on Simday as friends and 
religious leaders urged their 
communities to ofier support 
to the families grieving the loss 
of five yoimg fishermen. 

“This is a time of sorrow,” 
said Sandy Stoddard, a veteran 
fisherman who was among the 
last to have radio contact with 
the captain of the Miss Ally, 
21-year-old Katlin Nickerson. 

“I’ve lost a piece of me,” he 
said as he spoke tenderly to cry¬ 
ing relatives in Calvary United 
Baptist Church in Woods Har¬ 


bour, where about 500 people 
filled the pews. 

Pastor Phil Williams urged 
the residents of the fishing vil¬ 
lage to continue supporting 
one another after a week fiUed 
with dashed hopes and criti¬ 
cism of the rescue and recovery 
efibrts for the overturned hull 
of the boat. 

The vessel’s emergency 
beacon was detected by search- 
and-rescue officials last Sunday, 
as a storm with hurricane-force 
winds created massive waves 
over a 100 kilometres southeast

Accused of negligent 
killing. Carl Pistorius 
had charges dropped, 
then reinstated in 
lethal traffic accident 


The murder case involving 
Ol 3 mipic star Oscar Pistorius 
took another unexpected turn 
Sunday with the news that his 
older brother, Carl, is himself 
facing charges for the death of 
a woman in a traffic accident. 

Carl Pistorius faces a charge 
of unlawful, negligent kill¬ 
ing for a 2008 road death, “in 
which a woman motorcychst 
sadly lost her hfe,” Kenneth 
Oldwage, the Pistorius family 
lawyer, said on Sunday. The 
accident happened in Vander- 
bijlpark, south of Johannes¬ 
burg. The charge of “culpable 
homicide” was dropped and 
then reinstated and will be 
challenged in court, the law¬ 
yer told The Associated Press. 

To drop and then reinstate 
charges is “not uncommon in 
South African criminal law. 


The law specifically makes 
provision to allow charges to 
be dropped and then to be re¬ 
instated as a result of further 
investigations,” said Jacob van 
Garderen, director of Lawyers 
for Human Rights. “It is a prac¬ 
tical procedure, a process that 
is there to assist both sides.” 

This past weekend, model 
Reeva Steenkamp, who was 
shot to death by Oscar Pistor¬ 
ius on Valentine’s Day, was 
on television again in a new 
episode of the reality show 
Tropika Island of Treasure 5, 
even though she was buried 
last Tuesday. 

On Monday, Oscar Pistorius 
must report to the police sta¬ 
tion in Brookl 5 m, a suburb of 
the capital Pretoria, and sign 
in, a twice-weekly procedure 
that is part of his bail condi¬ 
tions. 

Pistorius was released on 
bail Friday and stayed at the 
home of his uncle Arnold in 
Waterkloof His brother Carl 
came to visit the house Sim- 
day.

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Syrian rebels aim tanks at 
strategic police academy 


Rebels backed by captured 
tanks launched a fresh of¬ 
fensive on a government 
complex housing a police 
academy near the northern 
city of Aleppo on Sunday, 
while the government hit 
back with air strikes to try to 
protect the key installation, 
activists said. 

If rebels capture the com¬ 
plex, it would mark another 
setback for President Bashar 
Assad. In recent weeks, his 
regime has lost control of

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Report. Netflix and TV 
like a horse and carriage 


Canadian Netflix users stream 
an average of about an hour a 
day, watch another half hour’s 
worth of content online, and 
catch another hour and a half 
of broadcast TV, suggests a 
study. 

Most Netflix customers are 
not “cord cutters” — a term to 
describe consumers who have 
cancelled their cable or satellite 
plan in favour of other content 
options — according to the re¬ 
port by the Media Technology 
Monitor, based on surveys with 
thousands of Canadians. 

In fact, Netflix users were 
foimd to be more likely than 
other consumers to shell out 
for a premium TV package, 
even while paying $8 a month 
for the streaming service. 


While 31 per cent of anglo¬ 
phone consumers said they pay 
extra for a premium TV pack¬ 
age, the figure was 36 per cent 
among Netflix subscribers. 

MTM estimated that about 
one in five anglophones were 
subscribing to Netflix in the fall 
and users watched an average 
of 6.4 hours on Netflix a week. 

Subscribers appeared to be 
watching less TV on cable and 
satellite, tuning in for about 
11.3 hours per week compared 
to the 14.9 hours that non-users 
watched. But when adding their 
Netflix streams and content 
viewed online, they watched an 
average of more than 22 hours 
a week, well above the almost 
16 hours for non-Netflix users.

I’m not a fan of the expression 
“thinking outside the box.” It is 
often used by people who have 
no idea what kind of box they 
are talking about. And if you 
can’t identify the box in which 
you are currently thinking, you are going to have one heck 
of a time tr 3 dng to think outside it. 

Many of the initiatives, projects and plans undertaken 
by the City of Edmonton often indicate that those who al¬ 
legedly plan and improve our city are trapped in the box of 
early-to-mid-20th-century thinking. Our approach to the LRT 
is but one example. 

What options besides 
routes were considered for 
an expanded LRT? Whether 
it should be built above or 
below ground seemed to be 
a foregone conclusion. Of 
course it would have to be 
built above ground; going 
underground would be far 
too expensive. The traffic 
mess that has been created at 
114th Street was apparently 
no deterrent. 

But did anyone ever ask 
if there was a cheaper, less 
disruptive and faster method of moving people around the 
city? If there was such a discussion, I must have missed it. 

That discussion would really have required some original 
thinking, rather than following the same path as most other 
cities in the world with a rapid transit system. 

So if we had done that, what might we have come up 
with other than the tired old approach we are taking? Well, 
we might have come up with the straddle bus. 

The straddle bus will be able hold up to 1,200 people. 
Skylights will bathe the interior in natural light. It will run 
partly on solar and partly on municipal power. It can be 
powered from above or by rails. 

But the real kicker is that it can straddle two lanes on the 
roadway and cars can run underneath it. They can be built 
faster and cheaper than a subway or LRT and have a number 
of ecological benefits. Right now there is a pilot project in 
the works in Beijing, which is of little surprise, since it has 
some of the worst traffic jams in the world. 

Search YouTube for straddle bus and be prepared to be 
blown away by what you see and hear. 

The straddle bus is definitely an example of thinking 
outside the box. 

Extending the length of LRT stations so that they can ac¬ 
commodate non-existent cars is not.

Ottawa calls for 
tanning beds to 
carry skin-cancer 
warning labels 

It’s not yet moving to the 
sometimes-hideous pictorial 
warning labels seen on ciga¬ 
rette packaging, but Ottawa 
wants to get the message 
across that tanning beds can 
be hazardous to your health. 

Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq says Health Canada 
will soon require that all 
tanning beds carry warnings 
about skin cancer and other 
potential dangers. 

The proposed changes 
come after several provinces 
moved to prevent the use 
of tanning beds by yoimg 


people. 

Earlier this month, 
legislation took effect that 
would ban those imder 18 
from using tanning beds in 
Quebec. 

Using indoor tanning 
equipment before age 35 sig¬ 
nificantly increases the risk 
of developing melanoma skin 
cancer, according to research 
by the International Agency 
for Research on Cancer. 

Canada’s proposed 
tanning-bed labels don’t 
forbid their use but instead 
warn the devices are “not rec¬ 
ommended for use by those 
under 18 years of age.” 

The labels would also 
read Tanning Equipment Can 
Cause Cancer and cany a list 
of other health risks associ¬ 
ated with tanning.

Oldest marathon 
runner retires 

The world’s oldest mara¬ 
thon runner ran his last 
race on Sunday at the age 
of 101. 

Fauja Singh finished 
the Hong Kong marathon’s 
10-kilometre race in a time 
of one hour, 32 minutes 
and 28 seconds. 

The Indian-born run¬ 
ner, nicknamed the Tur- 
baned Torpedo, had said 
that he would hang up 
his sneakers after the race 
in the southern Chinese 
city, just before his 102nd

Singh explained that 
he took up running

on their fields in the middle of a storm 
when a piece of corrugated metal blown by 
the wind decapitated Kuldip in front of his 
father's eyes. 
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Record denied Long-distance trek 


Singh, a great-grand¬ 
father, became the 
oldest man to run a full 
marathon in Toronto in 
2011, at the age of lOO. 
But his record was not 
recognized by Guinness 
World Records because 
he doesn't have a birth 
certificate to prove his 
age. Singh has a British 
passport that shows his 
date of birth as April 
1,1911, while a letter 
from Indian government 
officials states that birth 
records were not kept in 

1911. 


Starting to run 
was no sweat 

Singh went to live with 
his youngest son in 
London, England, after 
his other son died. That’s 
where Singh attended 
tournaments organized by 
the Sikh community and 
took part in sprints. 

He met some Sikh 
marathon runners who 
encouraged him to take 
up long-distance running. 
One day he saw a mara¬

It was Ben Affleck’s night as 
his film, Argo, earned the top 
prize at the 85th Academy 
Awards. Despite Affleck being 
shut out of the best director 
race, his CIA-meets-Holl 5 ^ood 
drama snagged the top prize 
of best picture in a night of 
scatter-shot awards distribu¬ 
tion. Argo also earned Oscars 
for best adapted screenplay 
and for best editing. 

Outside of the best picture 
race, there was no movie that 
had a clean sweep. Ang Lee’s 
Life of Pi came closest, earn¬ 
ing four awards — the most 
of any film this year — includ¬ 
ing best director for Lee, while 
Les Miserables scored three. 
Jennifer Lawrence earned the 
only award for Silver Linings 
Playbook, winning her first 
Oscar for best actress. 

Daniel Day-Lewis also 
made movie history by be¬ 
coming the first actor to win 
three best actor trophies after 


his win for Lincoln. 

As expected, Michael 
Haneke’s Amour won for 
best foreign language film 
and Anne Hathaway earned 
a trophy for best supporting 
actress for her role in Les Mis¬ 
erables as the tragic Fantine. 

“I look up to you all so 
much, and it’s just been such 
an honour,” Hathaway said, 
pa 3 dng tribute to fellow nom¬ 
inees Sally Field, Amy Adams, 
Jacki Weaver and Helen Hunt. 

And Adele easily took the 
best song category for Sk 3 dall, 
breaking down in tears in the 
middle of her speech and let¬ 


ting co-writer Paul Epworth 
finish up. 

In a rare Oscars tie, the 
award for best sound editing 
was shared by Zero Dark 
Thirty and Skyfall. For history 
buffs, the last time there was 
a tie for an Oscar was in 1968, 
when Barbra Streisand shared 
the award for best actress 
with Katharine Hepburn. 

Awards aside, the ceremony 
itself was something of a mixed 
bag, led by Family Guy creator 
and best song nominee Seth 
MacFarlane, known for both 
his love of old-school crooning 
and envelope-pushing humour. 


MacFarlane opened the 
show by doing the seemingly 
impossible: making usually 
dour Tommy Lee Jones smile 
and laugh. He also poked fun 
at other nominees: “If you 
bumped into Don Cheadle on 
the studio lot, did you try to 
free him?” he asked nominee 
Day-Lewis. “How far did your 
method go?” 

His monologue was inter¬ 
rupted by William Shatner on 
screen chastising him for do¬ 
ing a poor job, including sing¬ 
ing a song about Oscar-nom¬ 
inated actresses going topless 
called We Saw Your Boobs. 


Looking ahead

been handed out, some 
were already looking to¬ 
ward next year's contenders.

Awards handed 
out the night before 
Oscars for Hollywood’s 
worst movies 


Tlie Twiliglit team finally has 
earned some love — or loath¬ 
ing — firom Team Razzies. 

The Twilight Saga: Breaking 
Dawn — Part 2 was picked as 
last year’s worst picture Satur¬ 
day by the Razzies, an Academy 
Awards spoof that hands out 
prizes for Hollywood’s lousiest 
movies on the eve of the Oscars. 

The finale to the blockbust¬ 
er supernatural romance dom¬ 
inated the Razzies with seven 
awards, including worst actress 
for Kristen Stewart, supporting 
actor for Taylor Lautner, direc¬ 
tor for Bill Condon and worst 
screen couple for Lautner and 
child co-star Mackenzie Foy. 

Adam Sandler was named 
worst actor for the raimchy 
comedy That’s My Boy, his 
second-straight win after 201Ts 
Jack and JiU, which swept all 
10 Razzie categories a year ago. 
Pop singer Rihanna won worst 
supporting actress for the ac¬ 
tion dud Battleship.

Sandler's That's My Boy, which also 
won the worst-screenplay Razzie, 
flopped at the box office and con¬ 
tinues a gradual decline in receipts 
for the comic actor's movies. "He's

"He's about to step 
off the same cliff Eddie Murphy 
stepped off about 10 years ago. Ed¬ 
die Murphy has never come back, 
and Murphy is more talented."

there. Razzie voters joke that 
as with The Lord of the Rings 
finale winning best picture 
at the Academy Awards, they 
were waiting for the last Twi¬ 
hght fiick on which to heap 
their scorn. 

“I have a pet theory, which 
is that the box ofl&ce on Twi¬ 
hght films is very impressive, 
but my theoiy is that instead 
of 40 mihion individual girls 
going to see it, it’s eight mihion 
girls going to see it five times 
each. People who love those 
movies just adore them,” said 
Razzies foimder John Wilson. 
“I beheve the attitude of people 
who reahy love Twihght mov¬ 
ies toward this subject is very 
similar to the pomposity with 
which the Academy Awards 
addresses the whole rest of the 
world. Our whole existence is 
ah about making fim of pom¬ 
pous, so Twihght reahy is right 
up our ahey.” 

The Twihght finale also won 
for worst screen ensemble and 
worst remake, rip-off or sequel. 
For worst picture, it beat out 
Battleship, That’s My Boy, the 
fanuly fiick The Oogieloves in 
the Big Bahoon Adventure and 


Eddie Murphy’s comedy flop A 
Thousand Words. 

Stewart’s worst-actress prize 
came for both Twihght and her 
fairy-tale update Snow White 
and the Himtsman. 

In the five Twihght movies, 
Stewart stars as suhen teen Bel¬ 
la Swan, who fahs for ageless 
vampire hunk Edward Cuhen 
(worst-actor nominee Robert 
Pattinson) and finds herself at 
the centre of a love triangle 
with him and her childhood 
pal, werewolf stud Jacob Black 
(Lautner). 

Stewart set a consistent 
standard of emotional stoni¬ 
ness throughout the Twihght 
movies, Whson said. 

“Acting should involve hav¬ 
ing an expression on your face, 
and she is blank, other than 
the morose kind of half-Goth 
thing her character does,” Wh¬ 
son said. “I didn’t reahze Snow 
White and Beha were soul sis¬ 
ters, because of the very lim¬ 
ited range of what she can do. 
I think it was Dorothy Parker 
who said about Katharine Hep- 
bum that she runs the ‘gamut 
of emotions from A to B.’ Kris¬ 
ten Stewart is so expressionless 
she might as weU be a brick 
waU.”

In Hollywood, it ain’t over until 
it’s over, and when a film tanks 
at the box ofl&ce, it most certain¬ 
ly is over. 

But Daniel Stamm’s 2010 
mock dock shocker The Last 
Exorcism, produced by Eli Roth, 
did not tank theatrically, rather 
it did very well, transforming its 
meager budget into big returns. 
So it made sense to revisit the 
same pea-soup spewing well, 
thus we have the awkwardly 


titled The Last Exorcism Part II, 
a film that abandons the first 
picture’s shal^-cam esthetic in 
favour of a straight-forward nar¬ 
rative. 

Thankfully, one element 
that does remain a constant is 
the ethereal presence of Amer¬ 
ican actress Ashley Bell (The 
Day) as the bedeviled lead. 

Bell once more plays Nell, 
the possessed girl set up by her 
own Idn to birth the Antichrist. 
The sequel finds her now re¬ 
moved from her oppressively 
evil rural home and loose in the 
world, still infected with Satan 
but this time she Idnda hkes it. 

“Nell has devolved in the 
sense that we find her broken 
and in re-exploring her I had to 
put her back together,” Bell told 


Metro. 

“In those missing pieces, 
that’s where there’s room for 
doubt for the Devil to creep in 
and wreak havoc. Being sud¬ 
denly exposed to things that 
have been forbidden like hp- 
stick, a boyfriend, her first kiss 
... it’s hke there’s a love story go¬ 
ing on with the Devil, a whole 
dance that she does with him 
and it changes her.” 

The urgency of the original 
was exemplified in Bell’s raw 
physical performance, one that 
saw her do all her own eye-pop¬ 
ping contortions and spastic 
back bends.

Switch to less violent TV for 
better-behaved Idds: study 




Picking Sesame Street 
over Power Rangers. 

Substituting shows the 
most short-term gains 
for low-income boys 


Teaching parents to switch 
channels from violent shows 
to educational TV can im¬ 
prove preschoolers’ behav¬ 
iour, even without getting 
them to watch less, a study 
found. 

The results were modest 
and faded over time, but may 
hold promise for finding ways 
to help young children avoid 
aggressive, violent behaviour, 
the study authors and other 
doctors said. 

“It’s not just about turn¬ 
ing off the television. It’s 
about changing the channel. 
What children watch is as 
important as how much they 
watch,” said lead author Dr. 
Dimitri Christakis, a pediatri¬ 
cian and researcher at Seattle 
Children’s Research Institute. 

The research was to be 
published online Monday by 
the journal Pediatrics. 

The study involved 565 
Seattle parents, who period¬ 
ically filled out TV-watching 


diaries and questionnaires 
measuring their child’s be¬ 
haviour. 

Half were coached for six 
months on getting their three- 
to-five-year-old kids to watch 
shows like Sesame Street and 
Dora the Explorer rather than 
more violent programs like 
Power Rangers. The results 
were compared with kids 
whose parents got advice on 
healthy eating instead. 

At six months, children 
in both groups showed im¬ 


proved behaviour, but there 
was a little bit more improve¬ 
ment in the group that was 
coached on their TV watch¬ 
ing. 

By one year, there was no 
meaningful difference be¬ 
tween the two groups overall. 
Low-income boys appeared to 
get the most short-term bene¬ 
fit. 

“That’s important because 
they are at the greatest risk, 
both for being perpetrators 
of aggression in real life, but 


also being victims of aggres¬ 
sion,” Christakis said. 

Before the study, the chil¬ 
dren averaged about 1 1/2 
hours of TV, video and com¬ 
puter game watching a day, 
with violent content making 
up about a quarter of that 
time. By the end of the study, 
that increased by up to 10 
minutes. 

Those in the TV coaching 
group increased their time 
with positive shows; the 
healthy eating group watched

more violent TV. 

Nancy Jensen, who took 
part with her now six-year-old 
daughter, said the study was a 
wake-up call. 

“I didn’t realize how much 
Elizabeth was watching and 
how much she was watching 
on her own,” she said. 

Jensen said her daughter’s 
behaviour improved after 
making changes, and she 
continues to control what 
Elizabeth and her two-year- 
old brother, Joe, watch. She 
also decided to replace most 
of Elizabeth’s TV time with 
games, art and outdoor fun. 

During a recent visit to 
their Seattle home, the chil¬ 
dren seemed more interested 
in playing with blocks and 
running around outside than 
watching TV.

5. Craft your online pres¬ 
ence. Set up your own web¬ 
page, get onto Linkedin to 
grow your network and review 
and clean up your Facebook 
accoimt — anyone who inter¬ 
views you will likely Google 
you first. 

6. Do some self-inquiry 
work to ensure the path you 
want to take is not based on 
an emotional response to what 
just happened, Danis says.

Getting Bargnani fully in¬ 
volved offensively would be 
a significant improvement. 
Coach Dwane Casey knows 
he has to get more out of the 
seven-year veteran. 

“There are sets that we’re 
going to run more that fea¬ 
ture Andrea,” Casey said. 

“We just have to get his 
mojo going. His demeanour 
is fine (with the team). We 
just have to get him aggres¬ 
sive offensively.”

Matt Kuchar finally put 
Himter Mahan in a hole 
and then answered every 
challenge Simday to win 
the Match Play Champion¬ 
ship in Marana, Ariz. 

Mahan had gone 169 
holes over 11 matches 
without trailing in this wild 
tournament until Kuchar 
won the fourth hole of their 
championship match with 
a par, and Mahan never 
caught up. Kuchar took 
advantage of a series of 
miscues to build a 4-up lead 
at the turn, and then held 
off a noble challenge by the 
defending champion. 

There was never a 
duU moment on the back 
nine. Only two holes were 
halved, and those were 
with birdies. 

But for all the great 
shots, the match ended 
when Mahan went from 
a tough he in the bunker 
to a bush in the desert, 
and it took him four shots 
to reach the 17th green. 
Kuchar wound up winning, 
2 and 1, when Mahan re¬ 
moved the stocking cap he 
used to fight the cold desert 
air and conceded Kuchar a 
short birdie putt. 

It was the first World 
Golf Championship title 
for Kuchar, and it foUows a 
year in which he won The 
Players Championship.
